It should be noted that if an objection to the use of the fast-track process isdeddive the public
comment period from 10 or more persons, any member of the applicable standing eeroha@ither house
of the General Assembly or of the Joint Commission on Administrative Rules, plaetment shall (i) file
notice of the objection with the Registrar of Regulations for publication in theni&rgiegister, and (ii)
proceed with the normal promulgation process set out in the APA.
